Biatue. 


W a s h i n g t o n , June 6th.—Blaine, 
on the floor of the House to-day,mmle 
a personal explanation in regard to 
the iuveatitf&tiou now being made ou 
him. After stating that the Demo­ 
cratic members of the Judiciary Com­ 
mittee had not dared to bring him be­ 
fore the House for refusing to produce 
the private letters taken from him by 
Mulligan, Blaine announced his in­ 
tention to read every one of them to 
the House. There was u great sensa­ 
tion in i he hall, and Blaine was sever­ 
al limes interrupted by applause. 
He said tlie Committee tried to get 
at bis private correspondence, and the 
delegation came here loaded with bis 
letters to make a sensation. 
In get­ 
ting possession of bis letters, held by 
Mulligan,he did what he felt bis duty. 
The Democrats did not dare to bring 
the quest ion of his right to the letters 
Into the House. 
"H aving vindicated 
my right,” said Blame, “ to those let­ 
ters, I now go farther, and will read 
those letters to the House and abide 
by the judgm ent of 44,000,000 people. 
It is hum iliating, however, to be 
forced to produce private letters, but it 
is better to do so than to submit to in­ 
sinuations. Here are tbe letters,” 
said be, bolding up a package to view 
and taking out the first letter from tbe 
package read it. 
The first letter Blaine read was ad­ 
dressed to Fisher and dated 1851. 
It 
referred to to the settlement between 
tbe writer and Fisher, and contained 
an allusion to a $10,000 note given 
for Spencer rifle stock. Blaine said no 
explanation was necessary in refer­ 
ence to this note. Two years before 
he came to Congress, persons who 
owned the patent for the Spencer Rifle 
came to him and said th at the Rifle 
Riug in W ashington was so strong 
that they could get no chance f or a 
contract. 
He came to Washington 
and succeeded in getting the W ar De­ 
partm ent to recognize the Spencer 
Rifle, for which service he was paid a 
reasonable fee. Afterward, and before 
he came to Congress, he was asked 
and took $10,000 of Spencer stock, 
which he had paid for, The next 
three letters contained nothing im ­ 
portant and referred m ainly to the 
settlem ent between him and Fisher. 
The fifth letter referred to a decision 
made by Blaine as Speaker on the last 
night of the session in 1860, ruling out 
an amendment offered by Julian to 
annex the Memphis and £1 Paso bill 
to tbe bill relating to the Little Rock 
road. Gen Logan, at the suggestion 
of the Speaker, made a point of order 
against 
the amendment 
and the 
Speaker ruled it out. 
This was some 
months before he (Blaine) became in­ 
terested in the stock of the road. Ad­ 
ditional letters were read in full. 
Blaine made an explanation in regard 
to one which referred to $6,000 of 
Union Pacific bonds, whicb Blaine 
said belonged loa member of bis fam ­ 
ily (Gail Hamilton), and upon which 
he had left money. These bonds nev­ 
er belonged to him. There were three 
other papers included among the let­ 
ters relating to the Union Pacific 
Railroad, concerning which Blaine 
said nothing except th at he would 
have them printed in the Record with 
the letters. A memorandum of the 
letters made by Mulligan was then 
read at the Clerk’s desk and Blaine 
then said this was all. 
Blaine having finished reading the 
letters, said be had been completely 
exonerated by all the witnesses from 
the $64,000 bond charge. There was 
one witness whose testimony he want­ 
ed in order to make his vindication 
complete, viz; Josiah Caldwell. 
He 
would ask Knott, the Chairman of 
Judiciary Committee, whether he had 
telegraphed to Mr. Caldwell, and he 
wanted a categorical answer. 
Knott said be had failed to get his 
address. 
Blaine wanted to kuow whether 
they had received any despatch from 
Caldwell. 
Knott said he would answer at the 
proper time. 
Blaine, stepping down the aisle in 
front of the speaker, said he had infor­ 
mation that on last Thursday morn­ 
ing Knotr had received a te’egram 
from Josiah Caldwell completely ex­ 
onerating him (Blaine) from the char­ 
ges made against him, and that Knott 
had suppressed that despatch. 
Here occurred such a scene as has 
seldom been witnessed. 
Blaine’s as­ 
sertion was received with prolongod 
applause, tbe entire Republican side 
of the House beginning it, and the 
crowded galleries joining in, until the 
Speaker’s gavel could not be heard. 
The applause lasted for some minutes, 
and when order had been restored, 
Blaine said he would conclude by of­ 
fering a resolution, calling upon the 
Judiciary Committee to report forth­ 
with to the House whether any tele­ 
gram had been received from Cald­ 
well, and if so, its contents. Tbe 
greatest confusion reigned for some 
time, and tbe Speaker ordered th^ 
doorkeepers to remove from the floor 
all persons not entitled to it, when 
quiet was restored. 
Knott took the floor and said he had 
listened to imputations upon himself 
for the last two hours, and would uow 
attempt to answer them. H e twitted 
Blaine as being anxious every time 
railway subjects were brought up, and 
suggested that Blaine was watching 
carefully for the Cincinnati Conven­ 
tion. 
For his own part he hoped he 
would be nominated, as he would be 
easy to beat. If he should be nomina­ 
ted and elected by tbe American peo­ 
ple, in tbe face of all these facts, then 
all I can say is: "May tbe Lord have 
mercy on the 
American people!’’ 
[Shouts of laughter.] K nott said tbe 
Judiciary Committee was to decide 
the ownership of the letters to-mor­ 
row, and denounced Blaine for coming 
before the House at this juncture in 
such a way and for such a purpose. 
As to the cable dispatch from Josiah 
Caldwell,” said K nott, "it is true that 
on last Thursday morning, I did re­ 
ceive a despatch. The gentleman from 
Maine seems to know tbe precise hour 
at which 1 received it aud tbe con­ 
tents. 
He seemed thoroughly posted 
on the subject, but perm it me, with 
regard to the insinuations that the 
telegram had been suppressed, to say 
that any man, high or low, whoever 
he may be, who will elsewhere make 
such insinuation will have to take the 
consequeuces. I hurl tbe falsehood 
back into the teeth of any man who 
makes the suggestion as to the sup- 
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pression of that despatch. 
[Applause 
on the Democratic side of the house.J 
I received it, and did not suppress it 
at all. In less than thirty minutes 
after I received It I read it to several 
gentlemen, but there was no particu­ 
lar address in London, from which it 
purported to come, and I did not he- 
liev , aud am not altogether certain 
yet, that I do not believe but that it 
was a fixed up job. [Murmurs of dis­ 
sent from the Republicati side.] 
After 
some 
further 
discussion, 
Blame’s motiou was referred to the 
Judiciary Committee by a vote of 124 
to 97.

The 
formal 
announcement 
of 
the purchase of the Lick property at 
the corner of Fourth and Market 
streets Is made by the Odd Fsllowa’ 
Hall AsHociatlon. They say that these 
steps have been taken under instruc­ 
tions of the stockholders and of a joint 
Committee from the various Lodges 
at meetings Held some two yean ago. 
The term» are 20 per cent (being $110,- 
OOOj cash, the balance In four equal 
annual payments, bearing Interest at 
the rate of 8 per ceut per annum; ths 
first paym ejtto be made July 17,1876. 
The Directors will immediately issue 
three shares of tbe new stock for one 
of the old. The Directors will offer 
for sale 12,500 shares of tiie pew capi­ 
tal stock of the association, of the par 
value of $10 each, at ilie rate or $9 per 
share, to be paid on or before July 10, 
1876, subject to the condition that all 
matters of title of the Lick lot shall 
meet with tbe approval of S. M. Wil­ 
son, Esq., and the contemplated pur­ 
chase be perfected. The capital stook 
is $1,000,000, representing the entire 
assets of the association at this time, 
$450,000, and the Lick lot, $550,000. 
The Directors have had the real value 
of tbe present property appraised by 
experts, and the average oft heir esti­ 
mates ou the lot and building le 
$348,500.

Measuring Distances by Sound. 


Tbe Prussian correspondent of the 
London Timet makes mention of an 
instrument devised by Major Le Boul- 
eanger, of the 
Belgian 
Artillery, 
whioh with great accuraoy, Indicates 
the distance between two armies from 
the report of their guns. The moment 
> he enemy fires a shot, the action of 
the report upon 
the 
"telemeter” 
marks tbe distances to a fraction. The 
instrument is entirely self-aoting, ea­ 
sily kept in order, and requires no 
particular experience or intricate cal­ 
culations to use it 
aright. The ex­ 
periment to whioh it has been sub­ 
jected in Prussia and in some other 
countries are stated to have been 
completely successful as regards can­ 
non. Experiments in tbe rifle grounds 
are still going on. Even should the 
inveution be confined to artillery, its 
effects must be tremendous, consider­ 
ing tbe present deadly efficiency of 
firearms. One of its prinol pal advan­ 
tages, \t is supposed, wth be to enable 
gunners in a coast battery to deter­ 
mine the position of a hostile ship—a 
calculation hitherto fraught With spe­ 
cial difficulty. 


Poilikintky Confesses. 


Felix Pollskinsky, the suspeoted 
murderer of Joseph Krue»che¡sky was 
taken to the County Jaii at Oakland 
Friday by Marshall Campbell. He 
confessed to the Marshal to having 
killed Kruesohef»ky in a quarrel over 
a cord of wood. Pollskinsky claimed 
the wood to be short measurement and 
having some words and blows return­ 
ed to the house for a shot-gun. 
The 
two then came together aud Krues- 
chefsky getting hold of the gun broke 
the barrel over his knee, when Poiin- 
skinsky with the remaining part of 
the weapon shot aud killed him. He 
then dug a grave 200 feet from tbe 
house and buried the body. 
He de­ 
nies any complicity with Haywood’s 
murder and also with the disappear­ 
ance of Krueschefsky's 
wife 
and 
child. 


Cure for Small Pox. 


Inasmuch as the small pox has 
made Us appearance in San Francisco 
and may find its way to San Jose, we 
reproduce the following alleged reme­ 
dy for the disease, said to be effective 
in all cases: When the preceding fever 
is at its bight, and just before the er­ 
uption appears, the ohest is rubbed 
with orotou oil and tartaric ointment. 
This causes the whole of tbe eruption 
to appear on that part of the body to 
the relief of the rest. It also secures a 
full and complete eruption, and thus 
prevents the disease from attacking 
the internal organs. This, says an ex­ 
change’ is now the established mode 
of treatment In the English army in 
China, and is regarded in £ ngland as 
a perfect oure.

That Sea Serpent. 


The communication published in 
the Republican descriptive of a sea 
serpent seen from the deck of the 
steamer Los Angeles, when a short 
distance above Santa Barbara, on her 
last trip down, has attracted a great 
deal of attention from our exchanges 
and has, we regret to say, called for th 
comments which taken as a whole re­ 
flect on the veracity of the author and 
those who witnessed w hat he saw and 
corroborate what he writes. The sto­ 
ry is a long one—all large snake stories 
must from their very nature be long 
stories. 
The serpent or thing reared 
forty feet of its body above the sea 
level; the body gradually increased in 
size from the head to the water, it 
was from two to two and a half feet 
iu diameter, scaleless, black in color 
and glistened after the manner of a 
negro’s heel. The thing attacked a 
whale, which was presumably an or­ 
dinary sized spouter, aud while coiled 
six or seven times around the body 
elevated several feet of its tail some 
fifty feet from the whale. The dis­ 
tance from the steam er’s deck was 
short; the exhibition lasted abont five 
minutes, and was witnessed by Mr. 
S t e v e n s o n , the Republican corres­ 
pondent, D. O. M i l l s , of the Bank of 
California, his son and another gen­ 
tleman. 
These are the incidents and 
connecting circumstances. 
Now peo­ 
ple won't believe this large, long, well 
authenticated story. 
The story of 
the thousand deer th at dwindled to a 
calf track,-and of the ten million cats 
that receeded to a double exhibition 
of “ our Tom m y,” 
will cotne up 
and with them an incredulous sneer 
on the lips of the most credulous. We 
respectfully insist that people are not 
justified in treating well told and 
strongly supported sea serpent stories 
in this manner. 
There is nothing 
more reasonable than th at such rep­ 
tiles should exist. 
The sea is long 
enough and broad enough and deep 
enough to breed them a thousand 
miles in length. 
W hat is to hinder 
the sea from having sea serpents? 
We frequently read of whales from 
eighty to one hundred and twenty 
feet long and as large in circumfer­ 
ence as a small island. 
No one sneers 
at these statements. 
They are, we be­ 
lieve, generally credited. 
Now a mo­ 
ments thought will convince any one 
that there is sufficient material in one 
of these whales to manufacture a sea 
serpent compared with which 
the 
thing seen by Messrs. 
M i l l s and 
S t e v e n s o n dwindles 
to the pro­ 
portions of an infant |angle worm. 
The inference is conclusive that in 
nature’s workshop or laboratory there 
are wire plates for the manufacture of 
reptiles and other elongated vermin, 
as well as moulds aud patterns for 
casting one hundred and twenty foot 
whales. If this is conceded it must be 
admitted that in the marine depart­ 
m ent of nature it is as easy to turn out 
a sea serpent any where from fifty to 
one hundred and fifty miles in length 
as it is to fashion a shrimp or a smelt. 
For ourselves we have large faith in 
the powers of nature. 
W e believe 
there are sea serpents, and to prove 
that we have no disposition to go back 


on our faith, we are strougly iucliued 
to believe that Messrs. 
M i l l s and 
S t e v e n s o n believe they saw a sea 
serpent off the coast of Santa Barbara.
